LONDON, Jan. 30.—A caricature 


of “Uncle Sam’’ with an elongated 
proboscis bearing the word ‘Prohi- 
bition” ig soon to appear on labels 
pasted on every bottle, keg, cask and 
barrel of beer, wine or whisky sold 
im Great Britain. The labels, 5,000,- 
000 of which have been printed, bear 
this inscription: “If prohibition wins 
there will be no more beer.” 

Some dealers objected to this 
wording on the ground that better- 
class customers might consider it 
vulgar, so a second label has been 
printed for’use by grocers, bearing a 
sketch of an inverted pyramid des- 
ignated “prohibition,” and the warn- 
ing: “Local option is the thin edge 
of this wedge.

“The United States declines to 
assume any legal or binding obli- | 
gation to preserve the territorial 
integrity or political independence 
of any other country under the | 
provisions of Article 10 or to em- 
ploy the military or naval forces 
of the United States under any 
article of the treaty for any pur- 
pose: but the Congress, which, 
under the Constitution, has the 
sole power in the premises, will 
consider and decide what moral 
obligation, if any, under the cir- 
cumstanees of any particular case, 
when it arises, should move the 
United States, in the interest of 
world peace and justice, to take 
action therein, and will provide 
accordingly.” 

The move of the Democrats in 
presenting the reservation came un- 
expectedly, the leaders previously 
having indicated that the trouble- 
some question of Article 10 would 
‘not be taken up at today’s confer- 
ence. Discussion of it was brief, 
and when Senator Lodge reiterated 
his previous declaration that he 
would not consent to any modifica- 
tion of the Article 10 reservation 
framed by the Republicans at the 
last session of Congress, the Demo- 
crats replied that continuance of the 
negotiations would be fruitless. The 
meeting lasted less than an hour.

The Mayor said the 
matter was one for Dr. Stark- 
loff to decide. Superintendent 
Withers, when consulted, said 
he would ask the Board to pass 
on it. The Board has no regu- 
lar meeting this week, but it 
was thought likely that a special 
meeting might be held late this 
afternoon, after the funeral of 
Dr. John M. Grant. 

Dr. Starkloff said “he would 
inspect the reports of school at- 
tendance, and would not an- 
nounce a decision before tomor- 
row.

$700,000 INSURANCE 
POLICY LOST TO 
ESTATE BY HOUR 


Richmond Levering, New York 
Oil Engineer, Becomes Fatally 
Ill Before Delivery.

NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—Richmonad 
Levering, head of Richmond Lever. 
ing & Co., oil engineers, died 
Wednesday night at his homé, after 
an illness from pneumonia lasting 
five days. Following his death, it 
became known that had his iliness 
been postponed one hour, his estate 
would have benefited to the extent 
of $700,000 from life insurance poll- 
‘cies which had been written. 

Early this month Levering applied 
for the insurance to an agent of the 
Equitable Life Society. Since the 
insurance companies are reluctan;:

the amount was divided among cight 
companies, the Equitable taking 
$100,000. Eight company doctora 
examined Levering and pronounced 
him in perfect physical condition, 
whereupon the policies were issued. 

Levering told his office associates | 
last Friday afternoon that he was 
not feeling well and went to hia 
home. One hour later the insuranc» 
agent called at his office to deliver 
the policies and collect the premium, 
which would have made them effect- 
ive. He was told that the head of | 
the firm was expected back in a day 
or two. 

Pneumonia developed Saturday. 
This was reported to the companies 
and prevented delivery of the poll- 
cies until the patient had recovered, 
inasmuch as the rules provide that 
an insured man must be in appar- 
ently good physical health.

“Fifteenth street, if widened as 
proposed, will be a combined stre>t 
ear and vehicle highway, like Del- 
mar boulevard west of Tavlor ave- 
nue,” Walther said. ‘“‘The City Plan 
Commission's figures show that the 
ear tracks will take up 20 feet of 
the 70-foot width, leaving 50 feet, or 
25 feet on either side of the car 
tracks. I do not see how it can be 
argued that this 25-foot with in 
each direction will afford better 
traffic facilities than the two high- 
ways, Blair avenue and Thirteenth 
street, each 42 feet wide, and with 
no car tracks. 

“Our plan is to straighten these 
two streets by cutoffs, at Thirteenth 
and Tyler streets and Blair avenu? 
and Howard street, and to extend 
both streets through from Wright to 
Hebert. 

“This plan was presented to the 
City Plan Commission in the spring 
of 1918, and on April 5 of that year 
Mr. Bartholomew gave us an esti- 
mate of the cost of the cutoffs and 
extensions involved in our plan. So 
I do not see how it can be argued 
that our plan was suddenly put forth 
merely as a means for blocking the 
co ission's plan.
